_ POPULATION^ GAINS 

Somo of the Amerlcan^ljftOpli lttay IhlHR' 
the population experts are talking through 
their hat5 when thej- predict a U. S. popula- 
tion of 220 millions by 'lO'/S. But the figures 
for 1954 certainly make the experts look 
good. _ 

Last year tha ntimtjef 'tfT Amerieans"!n- 
creased by 2,830,000, the largest yearly gain 
In the country's entire history. For eight 
straight years, we have added more than 
2,500,000 people annually to the population. 

How do these astonishing figures come 
about? 

In the first place, In 1054 we had around 
4,060,000 births, the most In any year on 
record. Second, tentative Indications are that 
the death rate dropp ed to an alltlme low of 
0.2 per 1,000 population. 

The great boom in births Is by now an old 
story. Not so well appreciated is this continu- 
ing Improvement In the national healthy as 
reflected by declining death rates. The death 
rate has tfow been below 10 per 1,000 for seven 
successive years,_an especiall y notable thing 
In the light of the steady rise In the'propor- 
tlon of older folk lh the American popula- 
tion. 

In addition to these factors, of course, we 
get each year a small increment from Im- 
migration. Last year It came to some 200,000. 
— But-- obviously. In projecting population 
prospects for the next two decades and be- 
yond, the experts are deeply Impressed by the 
continuing remarliablo trends In Wrth and

3^ trends are not sure-fire. They can be 
^radically altered by unforeseen factors.. An- 
' other gr?^t ' war, a real depression, such 
frfttipclvsmlc events coulri ypset all prcdli^tlnn.t. 
World war II and its aftermath certainly

made during the lOSO's, • 

As a sidelight on the gains that have 
brought our present population total to ap- 
proximately 164 "million. It Is interesting to 
nbte that the Pacific coast states still arc 
-^limblnS'Bt' rate hlgher-than-the-nat lonsl- 
average, though not as fast as during the 
1040's. Florida la still pushing upward with 
galQs of around six per cenUfL jiear, three 
times the U. 3. average. Nevada apd, Arizona 
have even higher rates of Increase, but they 
start ^rom a low total population base. 

Irft'a hope that our planners, from the 
White House down to dusty little township 
offices, are reading these figures and acting 
upon them. If they do not, the United States 
by 1976 will be the most tangled civilization 
on the face of the globe.'
